To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  1961.  In 
this  letter  I should  like  to  refer  briefly  to  some  items  of  interest  in  the 
different  sections.  These  sections  are  set  out  in  a similar  manner  to 
previous  reports  and  a list  of  statistical  tables  will  be  found  in  Section  H. 

ihe  first  section  gives  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  a fall  in  the  population  of  40.  As  there  were  five  more 
births  than  deaths  during  the  year  this  cannot  be  the  reason.  The  birth 
rate  showed  a very  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year  and  a similar  slight 
increase  occurred  in  the  death  rate.  A classification  of  the  causes  of  death 
will  be  found  in  Table  No.  1 in  Section  H and  from  this  it  will  be  seen  that 
once  again  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  was  the  main 
cause  of  death.  Actually  37  out  of  61  deaths  were  due  to  these  causes. 
Five  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  disease  or  angina,  four  being 
in  males.  A fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  was  noted,  nine 
as  compared  with  thirteen,  but  deaths  due  to  malignant  neoplasms  of  the 
lung  or  bronchus  showed  an  increase,  four  compared  with  two,  and  all 
cases  were  in  males.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  showed  a considerable 
fall  15.15  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  61.53  in  the  previous  year. 
It  was  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  21.4. 

Information  concerning  the  Health  Service  available  for  the  area  will 
be  found  in  Section  B,  also  an  account  of  the  activities  of  the  Old  Folks’ 
Welfare  Committee.  They  do  much  good  work  for  the  old  people  of  the 
town. 

The  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  are  reviewed  in  Section  C. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  works  schedule  to  be  carried  out  on  the 
sewage  disposal  plant  will  not  be  delayed  very  much  longer.  These 
works  are  over-loaded  and  with  the  high  percentage  of  trade  wastes  in  the 
crude  sewage  have  difficulty  in  producing  a satisfactory  final  effluent. 
Information  concerning  the  results  of  water  samples  taken  during  the  year 
will  be  found  and  it  will  be  seen  that  these  were  very  satisfactory. 

In  Section  D an  account  of  the  building  programme  for  the  year  will 
be  found.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  houses  built 
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privately  outnumbers  those  erected  by  the  ( ouncil.  I he  ( ouncil  s 
building  programme  concerned  itself  with  the  re-housing  of  persons  from 
unfit  properties.  The  council  continued  with  their  scheme  to  provide 
modern  amenities  for  tenants  occupying  pre-war  Council  houses  and  70 
houses  were  completed  and  work  on  a further  23  was  in  progress  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Results  of  the  numerous  samples  taken  during  the  year  will  be 
found  in  Section  E which  deals  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of 
food.  It  is  essential  that  such  samples  should  be  taken  as  constant 
supervision  is  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  public. 

Once  again  in  Section  1*'  attention  is  drawn  to  the  advisability  of 
parents  having  their  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  Much  concern 
was  caused  throughout  the  country  by  cases  of  imported  smallpox  with 
its  high  mortality  rate  in  the  unvaccinated.  This  should  be  a warning  to 
all  as  vaccination  is  the  only  safeguard  against  this  dangerous  and  dis- 
figuring disease.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifiable 
diseases  and  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  there  was  a number  of  cases  of 
measles  notified.  The  campaign  against  poliomyelitis  continues  with 
great  success  and  the  introduction  of  oral  vaccine  is  a step  forward  in 
preventive  medicine.  Only  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  occurred  and 
there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

A number  of  statistical  tables  will  be  found  in  Section  H.  Acknow- 
ledgements for  information  received  for  this  report  are  appended  below. 
In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dewhurst  for  his  help  and 
assistance  throughout  the  year  and  Miss  Pearson  for  her  assistance  in 
compiling  this  report  and  finally  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  help  throughout  the  year.

SECTION  A. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Area — I he  Urban  District  of  Irthlingborough  covers  an  area  of 
2,910  acres.  I he  density  of  population  is  1.7  persons  per  acre  and  the 
housing  factor  is  2.8  persons  per  house. 

Population — The  population  figure  for  the  year  is  given  as  5,170 
which  shows  a fall  of  40  on  the  estimated  population  given  for  the 
previous  year.  The  natural  increase,  i.e.  the  number  of  births  compared 
with  deaths  was  5. 

Deaths — 61  deaths  were  recorded  which  gives  a rate  of  11.79  per 

1.000  of  population.  The  same  number  of  deaths  were  recorded  in  the 
previous  year  when  the  rate  was  11.70  but  as  seen  above  the  population 
figure  showed  a fall.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1961  was 

12.0  per  1 ,000  of  population.  Once  again  it  will  be  seen  from  Table  No.  1 
in  Section  H,  which  gives  a classification  of  the  causes  of  death  that 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  were  the  greatest  cause  of 
death.  These  accounted  for  39  out  of  the  61  deaths.  Deaths  from 
coronary  diseases  or  angina,  showed  a slight  fall  on  the  previous  year,  five 
as  compared  with  seven,  but  deaths  under  this  general  heading  showed  an 
increase  of  five  on  the  numbers  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  9 
deaths  from  cancer,  a fall  of  four  on  the  previous  year.  Four  were  cases  of 
lung  cancer,  an  increase  of  two  on  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from 
respiratory  causes  numbered  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year,  5.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  There  had  been  two  in  the  previous 
year.  A comparison  is  shown  in  the  following  table  between  the  death 
rate  for  the  Administrative  County,  England  and  Wales  and  Irthling- 
borough for  the  years  1946  to  1961  :

Births  06  births  were  recorded  during  the  year  w hich  is  one  more 
than  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a birth  rate  of  12.70  per  1,000  ot 
population  compared  with  12.47  for  the  previous  year.  I he  birth  rate  for 
Kngland  and  Wales  for  1061  was  17.4.  Further  information  concerning 
the  birth  rate  for  Irthlingborough  over  the  years  will  be  found  in  I able 
No.  2 in  Section  1 1 

Illegitimate  Births  Three  illegitimate  births  were  recorded  which  i'' 
the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  rates  for  the  two  years  wore 
0.58  per  1 ,000  of  population  and  0.57. 

Stillbirths  Three  stillbirths  were  recorded  which  gives  a late  of 
0.58  per  1,000  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  0.38. 

Maternal  Mortality — No  deaths  occurred.  It  is  eighteen  years  since  a 
death  was  recorded  under  this  heading. 

Infant  Mortality — There  was  only  one  infant  death  recorded  during 
the  year  which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  15.15  per  1 ,000  live  births. 
The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  61 .53  when  four  infant  deaths  occurred. 
The  decline  in  this  rate  is  most  satisfactory.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  for  1961  was  21.4.  In  the  following  table  a 
comparison  is  shown  between  the  infant  mortality  rates  for  the  Adminis- 
trative County  England  and  Wales  and  Irthlingborough  for  the  years 
1957-1961  :

Neonatal  Mortality — This  sub-division  of  the  infant  mortality  rate  is 
concerned  with  infant  deaths  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  independent 
existence.  No  deaths  occurred  within  this  period  and  so  the  rate  for  the 
year  was  Nil.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  when  2 deaths  occurred 
within  this  period  was  30.7  per  1,000  live  births.  A further  sub-division 
of  the  rate  is  made  and  concerns  deaths  within  the  first  week  of  life.  Again 
no  deaths  occurred  in  this  period  and  the  rate  thus  was  Nil.  The  rate  for 
the  previous  year  was  30.76  when  two  deaths  occurred.  The  one  infant 
death  occurred  in  the  tenth  month  of  life. 


SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Service  Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  and  Kettering  General  Hospital 
which  has  branches  at  the  Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough  and  the 
Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  The  Hayway,  Rushden.  Specimens  in 
connection  with  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  are  sent  to  these 
laboratories  and  the  facilities  offered  locally  to  the  community  are  much 
appreciated. 

Samples  of  water,  washed  bottle  rinses,  churn  rinses,  cream  and  milk 
samples  are  all  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton. 

Ambulance  Service,  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Home  Help  Service- 

These  services  are  all  supplied  by  the  County  Council.  Nursing  in  the 
home  and  the  home  help  service  are  of  great  benefit  to  the  community 
and  often  tide  over  a crisis  in  family  life  when  sudden  illness  occurs  or  in  the 
case  of  old  folk,  help  them  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  in  times  of 
illness.  With  regard  to  the  Ambulance  Service  now  run  by  the  County, 
it  is  well  to  remember  the  excellent  service  given  in  the  past  by  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  Men’s  Division. 

Hospital  Accommodation — The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  is 
the  responsible  authority  for  the  provision  of  hospital  accommodation 
and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  area.  Facilities  available  are  as  follows  :

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Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Clinics  An  infant  welfare  centre  is  held 
•it  St.  Peter’s  Church  Rooms  on  the  first  Thursday  of  the  month  and  at 
the  Surgery,  Palmer  Avenue,  Addington  Road  Estate1  on  the  third  I lmrs 
day  of  each  month.  These  centres  are  run  by  the  County  Council. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  No  action  was  necessary  undei 
Section  47  of  this  Act  which  gives  powers  for  the  removal  of  old  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention  to  suitable  premises  where  they  can  receive 
such.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  removal  of  one  old  person  but 
this  was  voluntary. 

l'he  I rthlingborough  Old  Folks  Committee  was  very  active  during 
the  year  looking  after  the  needs  of  the  old.  The  Darby  and  Joan  Club  is  a 
continued  success  and  helps  the  old  to  fight  one  of  their  worst  enemies— 
loneliness.  The  chiropody  service  is  being  made  full  use  of  and  both 
members  and  non-members  of  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  are  seen  monthly 
by  the  chiropodist  at  a room  made  available  by  the  Council  at  the  Council 
Offices.  Home  visiting  is  one  of  the  important  duties  of  the  committee 
and  the  housebound  are  also  visited  by  the  chiropodist.  An  annual 
holiday  is  arranged  by  the  Committee  and  old  folk  from  the  town  also 
avail  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  Welfare  Department  of  the  County 
Council  to  go  on  the  annual  holiday.  A branch  of  the  W.V.S.  has  been 
formed  in  the  town  to  start  a “ meals  on  wheels  ” service  for  elderly 
persons  who  are  not  capable  of  providing  themselves  with  a regular  cooked 
mid-day  meal.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident  the  part  played  by 
bad  feeding  or  to  be  more  precise  lack  of  feeding  in  the  deterioration  of 
the  elderly. 

Such  a scheme  as  the  above  will  help  considerably  to  prevent  this 
but  with  the  growing  numbers  on  the  old  age  groups  consideration  will 
have  to  be  given  at  some  future  date  to  the  setting  up  of  centres  where 
old  folk  could  go  for  a mid-day  meal,  receive  advice  on  health  matters 
and,  if  necessary,  possibly  see  a doctor  at  the  centre.  Such  facilities  are 
available  for  the  young,  why  not  also  for  the  old  ? 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply — The  Council  provide  the  water  supply  for  the  district. 
Sources  of  supply  are  from  wells  sunk  in  the  None  River  gravels.  All 
water  for  human  consumption  is  treated.  Treatment  consists  of  filtration 
and  chlorination.  I here  is  a 6,000  gallon  balancing  tap  tank  at  the  works 
and  water  is  pumped  from  this  to  the  storage  reservoir  at  Windmill 
Road  which  has  a capacity  of  650,000  gallons.  The  works  were  re- 
equipped and  modernised  in  1050. 

Water  Consumption— Water  consumption  for  the  year  was 
108,326,000  gallons  and  this  figure  shows  an  increase  of  2,430,000  gallons 
over  that  of  the  previous  year.  Water  consumption  over  the  past  six 
years  was  as  follows  :

The  results  of  these  samples  were  very  satisfactory,  only  two  out  of 
144  samples  of  raw  water  were  unsatisfactory  and  all  treated  samples 
taken  were  very  satisfactory.  This  showed  a considerable  improvement 
on  the  results  of  samples  taken  in  the  previous  year. 

Piped  Water  Supply — With  the  exception  of  three  houses  not  con- 
nected to  the  town  mains  all  the  houses  in  the  area  not  subject  to  Slum 
Clearance  action,  have  a piped  water  supply  laid  into  the  house. 
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Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Sewage  Works  I lie  vvoi  ks 
consist  of  modern  treatment  works  with  settlement,  filtration,  collection 
in  humus  tanks,  then  secondary  filtration  and  finally  the  effluent  is 
discharged  into  the  River  None.  A full  description  of  the  method  used 
was  given  in  last  year's  Annual  Report.  Sludge  from  the  settlement 
tanks  is  pumped  to  the  sludge  drying  beds.  1 he  total  quantity  of  crude 
sewage  dealt  with  at  these  works  in  11)(>1  was  96,758,000  gallons  which 
gave  a daily  average  flow  of  265,090  gallons.  Improvements  to  these 
works  are  still  under  consideration  by  a firm  of  Consultant  engineers 
engaged  bv  the  Council  and  a Ministry  Inspector  has  visited  the  Council 
regarding  the  proposed  scheme  of  improvement.

Suspended  solids  are  in 
excess  of  the  usual  permitted  maxi- 
mum of  30  p.p.m.  The  5 days 
B.O.D.  is  well  below  the  usual 
permitted  20  p.p.m.  This  is  an 
unsatisfactory  sewage  effluent  by 
reason  of  excessive  suspended  mat- 
ter. 


Public  Cleansing —'1  he  Council  continued  with  its  weekly  collection 
of  refuse  and  approximately  1045  loads  were  collected  during  the  year 
and  tipped  at  the  Council’s  controlled  tip  off  Windmill  Road.  21  £ tons 
of  waste  paper  were  collected  and  sold  for  the  sum  of  £43.10.0. 

The  Council  are  continuing  with  the  experiment  of  using  paper 
refuse  sacks  in  place  of  dustbins  in  certain  areas  of  the  town.  So  far  the 
scheme  appears  to  be  very  successful  and  in  places  where  there  is  a con- 
siderable distance  from  the  house  to  the  road,  it  greatly  helps  to  speed  up 
collection. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1947  The  Council  have  an 
arrangement  with  Wellingborough  Urban  District  Council  for  their  rodent 
operator  to  visit  the  district  once  a week.  A summary  of  the  work  carried 
out  during  the  year  is  as  follows  :

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960 — There  are  no 
licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district.  Occasional  visits  are  paid  to  the 
area  by  gypsies  and  tinkers  who  cause  much  nuisance  with  litter  and  dirt 
left  behind  and  damage  to  hedgerows  etc. 

Atmospheric  Pollution — The  industrial  and  domestic  chimneys 
continue  to  add  to  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere.  Unless  gross  pollu- 
tion is  evident  little  or  no  action  is  taken  and  we  all  continue  to  remain 
complacent  about  the  situation.  Until  all  local  authorities  agree  to  take 
action  with  regard  to  this  problem  we  shall  never  enjoy  pure  air  and  the 
country  as  a whole  will  continue  to  head  the  list  of  countries  which  keep 
statistics  of  deaths  due  to  respiratory  causes  that  are  associated  wtih 
pollution  of  the  atmosphere.

Once  again  the  Council  continued  its  policy  of  building  for  persons 
living  in  unfit  properties  and  no  houses  were  built  for  general  needs. 
As  the  majority  of  persons  to  be  re-housed  from  unfit  properties  were 
elderly  only  bungalows  were  erected.  This  type  of  accommodation 
appears  to  be  very  popular  with  the  older  tenants. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  for  owner-occupiers  was  satisfactory, 
rather  more  than  a quarter  of  the  post-war  total  being  erected  in  1961. 
In  spite  of  this  the  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  rose  by  21 
to  136  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review. 

Slum  Clearance — Official  representations  were  made  to  the  Council 
in  respect  of  the  following  houses  : 

57,  59,  61  and  61a  High  Street  West 
57,  59,  61  and  63  High  Street  East. 

The  Clearance  Orders  on  the  28  houses  represented  to  the  Council 
in  the  previous  year  were  confirmed  in  1961  with  the  exception  of  3 houses 
57,  59  and  61  High  Street  West  which  have  now  been  re-declared  along 
with  61a. 

Housing  Improvements  The  Council  continued  their  scheme  during 
the  year  to  provide  modern  amenities  in  their  pre-war  Council  houses. 
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By  Hit'  end  of  the  year  70  houses  had  been  completed  and  work  was  in 
progress  on  a further  23  houses.  The  following  Improvement  Grants 
were  approved  in  1961  :

It  was  pleasing  to  note  that  out  of  the  33  grants  approved  18  were 
for  tenanted  houses  which  shows  that  more  owners  of  tenanted  property 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  bring  their  houses  up  to  a 
more  modern  standard  and  provide  their  tenants  with  all  the  amenities 
of  a modern  house.  Although  this  is  the  highest  number  of  grants 
approved  in  one  year  for  tenanted  houses  it  is  still  far  from  sufficient  if 
the  large  number  of  this  type  of  house  is  to  be  provided  with  modern 
amenities  within  a reasonable  time.  At  the  present  rate  it  would  take 
20  years  to  complete  the  360  privately  ownerd  tenanted  houses  in  the  town. 
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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  01-  FOOD. 


Milk — The  situation  remains  the  same  as  reported  in  last  year’s 
Annual  Report.  There  is  one  large  dairy  in  the  area  where  milk  is  pasteur- 
ised. The  local  authority  is  the  licensing  authority  for  this  plant  and 
thus  strict  supervision  of  plant  and  dairy  is  carried  out. 

Milk  Samples  106  milk  samples  were  taken  compared  with  110  in 
the  previous  year.  The  results  of  these  samples  were  as  follows  :

Only  two  samples  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test. 

Some  reports  were  received  from  outside  authorities  of  samples 
which  failed  the  prescribed  tests  during  the  year  and  such  reports  were  all 
followed  up. 

Wash  bottle  rinses  102  samples  of  rinses  were  taken  which  is  four 
more  than  the  previous  year  and  all  samples  were  reported  to  be  satis- 
factory.

Meat  Inspection — There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
but  all  meat  from  neighbouring  authorities  which  have  slaughterhouses 
in  their  areas  is  subject  to  100  per  cent  inspection  before  sale  for  human 
consumption. 


Food  Inspection— Ice  Cream — Twenty-three  premises  are  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  Seventeen  samples  were  taken  for  examination 
and  gave  the  following  results  :

These  results  are  very  satisfactory. 

Inspection  of  Food  Premises — Routine  inspections  of  food  premises 
were  carried  out.  In  addition  to  these  inspections  many  visits  were 
made  to  a large  food  manufacturing  firm  in  the  district.  Check  samples 
were  made  on  a certain  imported  food  commodity  during  the  course  of 
the  year  following  reports  elsewhere  in  the  country  that  food  poisoning 
organisms  of  the  Salmonella  group  had  been  found  in  samples  of  this 
particular  food.  One  sample  taken  locally  was  also  positive  for  Salmonella. 
It  was  discovered  that  the  source  of  contamination  was  in  the  country 
of  origin  and  steps  were  taken  to  safeguard  this  foodstuff  from  further 
contamination. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  the  area  from  this  commodity. 


SECTION  F. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Smallpox — Much  concern  was  caused  throughout  the  country  by 
cases  of  imported  smallpox.  T he  first  cases  were  notified  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  It  was  a virulent  form  of  Smallpox  with  a high  mortality  rate. 
In  the  areas  affected  open  vaccination  clinics  were  held  and  daily  long 
queues  formed  to  receive  this  protection  against  such  a virulent  and  dis- 
figuring disease.  All  this  would  have  been  unnecessary  if  parents  had 
seen  that  their  children  were  vaccinated  in  infancy  and  boosted  as  neces- 


sary  thereafter.

There  were  66  births  during  1961  and  according  to  these  figures  only 
21  infants  under  one  year  were  vaccinated.  If  this  figure  is  true  then 
two-thirds  of  the  infants  in  Irthlingborough  have  not  received  protection 
against  this  serious  infectious  disease.  It  is  my  opinion  that  many  more 
infants  were  vaccinated  but  that  the  County  had  not  received  the  returns 
before  supplying  me  with  the  above  statistics. 

Scarlet  Fever — Five  cases  were  notified  compared  with  two  in  the 
previous  year.  All  cases  occurred  in  May. 

Diphtheria  It  is  now  twenty-three  years  since  the  last  case  of 
diphtheria  occurred  in  the  area.  This  fact  has  been  brought  about  largely 
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by  t lie  successful  immunisation  campaign  carried  out  throughout  the 
country  against  this  dangerous  infectious  tliscase.  The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  children  in  the  different  age  groups  who  had  com- 
pleted a full  course  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  on  31st  December, 
19G1  :

Poliomyelitis  It  is  now  eleven  years  since  the  last  case  of  poliomyelitis 
occurred  in  the  area.  A case  of  polyneuritis  occurred  in  a person  returning 
from  abroad  and  this  had  to  be  differentiated  from  poliomyelitis  as 
numbers  of  persons  were  involved.

The  introduction  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  a step  forward  in 
preventive  medicine.  It  consists  of  live  virus  which,  having  lost  its 
virulence  by  special  selection  and  method  of  culture  is  able,  when  ad- 
ministered by  month,  to  confer  protection  against  virulent  poliomyelitis 
virus. 


Food  Poisoning  Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  due  to  Salmonella 
Typhimurium  occurred  during  the  year,  the  bacteria  being  discovered 
from  stool  tests  carried  out  in  hospital.  In  each  instant  as  there  was  a 
long  history  of  diarrhoea  prior  to  reporting  ill,  the  source  was  impossible 
to  discover.  Stool  tests  carried  out  on  contacts  were  negative. 

Dysentery — No  cases  were  notified. 


Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting — These  cases  still  continue  to 
occur,  the  emphasis  now  is  more  on  diarrhoea  and  less  on  vomiting. 
An  attack  lasts  usually  about  3 days  and  the  diarrhoea  may  be  quite 
severe.  Stool  tests  are  negative  for  bacteria.  The  cause  would  appear  to 
be  of  virus  origin. 


Tuberculosis — One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year.  In  the  previous  year 
there  were  three  newr  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two  deaths,  one 
pulmonary  and  the  second  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis  over  the 
last  5 years.

There  are  44  factories  on  the  register  and  32  inspections  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

Table  No.  3 in  Section  11  gives  further  details  with  regard  to  factories 
in  the  area. 

There  are  54  outworkers  on  the  register  and  no  complaints  were 
received  concerning  the  carrying  out  of  outwork  (S.  1 10  and  111). 

There  are  still  a number  of  factories  where  hand  washing  facilities  arc 
provided  in  compliance  with  the  Acts  but  these  are  not  situated  near  the 
W.Cs.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  persuade  employers  to  provide  hand 
washing  facilities  adjacent  to  the  W.Cs.  in  the  interest  of  personal  hygiene. 
It  is  considered  that  any  future  legislation  should  make  the  provision  of 
such  facilities  compulsory.
